WHAT ABOUT YOUR VOCATION? 

Just at this time of the year a very great many Catholic young people 
are pondering on the very important question of their calling in life. 
They have finished school it may be and are at that critical point where 
they must decide once and for all whether God calls them to the religious 
or priestly vocation or whether they are to remain in the world. Their 
elders who have long since passed this point of decision fail to remember 
sometimes the need of help and encouragement which they themselves 
once experienced when they were brought face to face with this momen- 
tous decision. Especially do they sometimes fail to realize the need of 
encouragement which boys and girls experience who have almost the 
certainty that they are called by Almighty God to the religious life and 
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yet feel thaf sinking of the heart and want of courage which comes at the 
thought of leaving the world and dedicating themselves entirely to the 
service of God. 

Happy is that Catholic young man or woman whom God’s providence 
has chosen for the immense blessing of a vocation to the religious or 
priestly life. Wise are they who rise promptly at the divine summons 
and answer “Lord I come!” Happy is the family and the household 
which sees one of its members depart for the house of God. Blessed are 
those parents who see a child of theirs chosen by the Most High for His 
servant and intimate friend. At this present time there is an extreme 
need of vocations, both to the religious life and to the priesthood in many 
parts of the Church. The remote and less settled districts want pastors, 
the Catholic schools, orphanages, hospitals and other institutions require 
the miniatrations of a still larger number of devoted Sisters. The home 
and the foreign missions alike are clamoring for more recruits for the 
harvests which are white for the reapers of God. There is a vast need 
for more vocations or rather for the following out of more of those voca- 
tions to religion and to the priesthood which God gives so abundantly to 
Catholic young folk. For this reason the question of vocations is an ex- 
tremely important one just at the present time. We must do all we can 
to encourage those who are so blessed by God to heed and follow His call. 
We have heard lately from a Catholic young man who has just left the 
Army and who wishes to consecrate his life to God in the priesthood. He 
asks directions to guide him in following out his vocation, There may be 
many others in like need of information or direction to this holy calling.

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BISHOP NUSSBAUM’S SAD END.

» \_..¢ane disaster was Bishop Paul Joseph Nussbaum, of 
_ Corpus Christi, Texas. From the worldly viewpoint 
his death dealt by the elements would seem to be a 
most pitiful ending of a life’s work which was un- 
enviable from any viewpoint but the spiritual. The 
Corpus Christi diocese is credited with 100,000 souls, 
but of these ninety per cent are poor Mexicans, scat- 

tered over a wide territory. 
The 10,000 non-Mexicans subsist, for the most 
with difficulty, ard the funds needed to build 
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e churches and schools for the Mexicans must 
come almost altogether from the outside. The Catho- 
lic Church Extension Society has been a great factor 
in providing the Diceese of Corpus Christi with its 
humble houses of worship. It is likely that many of 
these were demolished by the terrific cyclone, and the 
replacing of the same will necessitate an appeal to 
Catholics outside the state.

They are not a little disturbed over the reduction in 
the number of candidates for the ministry, over the 
decreased attendance at Sunday schools, and over the 
worldliness which is taking hold of the church mem- 

bership. 

One thing is not worrying them, and that is 
money; they have learned that all they need for a 
Drive is an excuse, and that lay machinery will easily 
“put it over.” 

The Grace Episcopal Church, New York City, 
needed $390,641 to get along last year, more than 
$1,000 a day, yet it ministers to a small congregation; 
it has only one hundred children enrolled in its Sunday 
school. Another church of the same denomination in 
New York claims 600 communicants, but has a Sun- 
day school with only 87 children on its books. 

The leaders in several of the sects must be opti- 
mistic indeed, if they hope to make “ally ae in the 
future, no matter how much money be at their dis- 
posal, with the children slipping away from them. 


The M. E. Chureh South sent a commission to 
France and Belgium last month “to arrange for the 
opening of extensive religious and philanthropic 
work”, on which the church is prepared to spend 
$5,000,000 of its Centenary Fund. The Commission 
goes “with,authority to purchase property, to erect 


orphanages, schools, social centers, to distribute lit-

erature and to direct evangelism.” The two branches 
of the Methodist church have already received pledges 
towards their Centenary Fund aggregating more 
than $150,000,000.00. 

The Baptists have “planned bigger” than the 
Methodists ; $175,000,000 is their goal, with which they 
have decided to prosecute “missionary, educational, 
and reconstruction work at home and abroad.” 

The Presbyterians’ budget calls for $70,000,000; 
the Episcopalian for $20,000,000 this year; the Dis- 
ciples of Christ have collected $7,105,342 of their fund: 
the Lutherans will drive during Thanksgiving week; 
the Jews recently collected $15,000,000. 

The latest is an inter-Church movemert, launched 
in Cleveland, Ohio, during August, at which time 600 
delegates, representing 76 of the larger denomina- 
tions, named an executive committee to prepare plans 
for a big world-movement, for which a fabulous sum 
of money, even for these days, will be raised.
